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Those  Fabulous  Morgan  Silver  Dollars

For  some  time  now  silver  dollar  col¬ 
lecting  has  been  a  popular  pursuit 
among  the  vast  majority  of  investors 
and  a  good  many  collectors  involved 
with  numismatics. 

While  virtually  all  aspects  of  the 
hobby  peaked  around  April  of  1980 
the  continuous  interest  in  the  value  of 
silver  dollars  has  never  really  dimin¬ 
ished,  even  half  a  decade  after  the 
“boom”  ended.  Most  of  the  interest  in 
silver  dollars  has  centered  around  the 
acquiring  of  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
“MORGAN”  dollars — (the  series, 
originating  in  1878  through  the  Bland- 
Allison  Act  of  February  of  that  year, 
had  consecutive  yearly  mintages 
through  1904,  and  resumed  once  again 
in  1921,  its  final  year  of  issuance). 

Because  of  its  size  and  weight,  most 
of  these  coins  did  not  circulate,  but 
remained  in  treasury  vaults  and  banks 
for  almost  a  century  in  some  instances. 
Sometimes  grandfather,  in  a  benevo¬ 
lent  gesture,  would  present  one  to  each 


of  his  grandchildren  assembled  around 
the  Christmas  dinner  table  or  at  some 
other  important  family  gathering. 

These  cartwheels,  one  should  recall, 
were  worth  only  face  value  through 


1964,  rising  slowly  after  the  Coinage 
Act  of  1965  debased  our  monetary 
system  with  cupro-nickel  “scrip”, 
thereby  forcing  virtually  all  obsolete 
silver  type  and  the  then  current  silver 
coinage  out  of  circulation. 

By  1977,  common  date  BU  Morgan 
dollars  had  reached  a  plateau  of 
around  $7.00;  a  year  later,  around 
$15.00.  With  the  publicizing  of  the 
now  famed  “Redfield  hoard”  in  the 
late  1970s,  silver  dollars  “took-off”, 
especially  in  the  choicer  BU 
specimens,  bringing  about  a  refining 
of  the  grading  system  of  U.S.  coinage 
for  all  denominations.  Prior  to  this 
period  a  coin  was  either  uncirculated 
or  it  wasn’t. 

Using  Dr.  William  Sheldon’s 
grading  system  applied  to  early  large 
cents,  dealers  and  finally  the  A.N.A. 
eventually  developed  a  more  stringent

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Nixon  collection  includes 
everything  but  Watergate 


Many  years  ago  I  did  a  story  on  a 
man  in  Edison  who  collected  rocks. 

His  pastime  started  out  as  a  simple 
idea,  consisting  of  no  more  than  pick¬ 
ing  up  a  rock  here,  another  there. 

In  time,  the  pursuit  shifted  from 
gathering  a  random  selection  to  that  of 
perfect  specimens  consisting  of 
various  minerals  —  and  from  every 
state  in  the  country. 

By  the  time  I  met  him  for  an  inter¬ 
view  for  the  old  Perth  Amboy  Evening 
News,  the  man’s  basement  had  been 
converted  to  a  museum  of  rocks, 
hundreds  of  them  —  on  shelves  and 
tables  —  and  all  neatly  labeled.  Some 
took  on  eerie  colors  when  bathed  in 
infrared  or  ultraviolet  lights. 

I  don’t  know  what  eventually  hap¬ 
pened  to  that  collection.  But  it  came  to 
mind  while  I  was  exploring  the  exhibit 
area  at  the  recent  Garden  State  Numis¬ 
matic  Association’s  10th  annual  con¬ 
vention. 

My  attention  eventually  settled  on  a 
show  display  case  of  “Nixon  Election 
Memorabilia.”  The  next  case  covered 
the  same  theme  as  did  the  next,  and 
the  next,  and  the  next  —  27  cases  in  all. 

I  tracked  down  the  owner,  A1 
Fisher,  of  Syracuse,  N.Y. 

As  things  turned  out,  I  wasn’t  alone 
in  being  fascinated  by  the  array  of 
Nixon  material.  Fisher  went  on  to  win 
the  “People’s  Choice”  exhibit  award 
at  the  convention.  That  award  came 
about  by  people  visiting  the  GSNA 
convention  voting  on  their  favorite 
exhibit. 

Fisher  said  his  hobby  began  when  he 
attended  a  Football  Hall  of  Fame  af¬ 
fair  in  1982.  The  former  president  was 
there.  Nixon  signed  a  program  for 
Fisher,  and  that  started  the  ball 
rolling.  Since  that  time,  it’s  been  a  pin 
here,  a  medal  there,  etc. 

Books  have  been  added  to  the  treas¬ 
ure,  as  have  posters,  watches,  pens, 
miniature  elephants  and  all  of  the 
things  that  go  into  making  a  candidate 
for  office  “the  people’s  choice.”

If  it’s  all  truly  needed  —  not  to 
mention  television  commercials,  news¬ 
paper  ads  and  transportation  costs  — 
it’s  no  wonder  campaigning  is  ex¬ 
pensive. 

In  the  cold  light  of  time  —  long  after 
the  campaign  is  over  —  some  of  the 
campaign  items  seem  rather  humorous 
in  retrospect.  One  case  that  prompted 
more  than  one  viewer  to  chuckle  had  a 
dozen  or  so  “  .  .  .  for  Nixon”  buttons. 
The  missing  word  ranged  from 
“WASPS”  to  “Japanese”,  “Polish”, 
“Chinese”,  “Cossacks”,  “Scots”, 
“Ukrainians”  and  “French.” 

A  number  of  viewers  couldn’t  help 
but  notice  that  despite  the  27  cases  of 
Nixon  material,  not  one  item  referred 
to  either  Watergate  or  any  of  the  sub¬ 
sequent  events. 

Asked  about  that,  Fisher  said  he  de¬ 
cided  not  to  include  such  things  be¬ 
cause  when  he  did  they  became  the 
center  of  attention  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  other  materials. 

“Nixon  is  a  good  man,  so  why 
penalize  him  for  one  mistake,”  Fisher 
said,  adding  that  he  no  longer  displays 
anything  related  to  Watergate. 

As  with  most  exhibitors,  Fisher 
enjoys  sharing  his  hobby  with  others. 

He  tries  to  attend  at  least  two  major 
shows  a  year,  all  at  his  own  expense. 
In  addition  to  the  main  cases,  contain¬ 
ing  2,000  buttons,  lapel  pins  and  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  the  Inaugural  Ball,  Fisher 
also  has  five  upright  cases  of  books 
Nixon  wrote,  and  dishes  and  cups 
bearing  either  the  president’s  image 
alone  or  with  his  wife. 

From  a  collecting  standpoint, 
Fisher’s  decision  is  a  wise  one  in  that 
Nixon’s  many  years  of  political  life 


left  in  its  wake  hundreds  of  items,  thus 
making  the  collector’s  search  easier. 
Also,  even  Nixon’s  more  controversial 
days  add  an  interest  in  Nixon  memora¬ 
bilia  that  wouldn’t  be  found  in,  say, 
those  of  Millard  Fillmore  (Millard 
who?). 

Perhaps  the  search  is  hardest  when 
seeking  out  material  prior  to  Nixon’s 
days  as  president. 

The  early  years  include  campaigns 
for  the  House  of  Representatives, 
beginning  in  1946,  to  election  as  a 
senator  in  1950. 

The  collectible  search  then  becomes 
a  little  easier  when,  in  1952,  the 
Republican  National  Convention 
nominated  Nixon  to  run  with  Gen. 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  They  went  on 
to  defeat  Gov.  Adlai  E.  Stevenson  of 
Illinois  and  Sen.  John  J.  Sparkman  of 
Alabama. 

Eisenhower-Nixon  buttons  are  com¬ 
paratively  easy  to  collect,  both  for  the 
first  campaign  and  again  when  they 
defeated  Stevenson  and  Sen.  Estes  Ke- 
fauver  of  Tennessee. 

Other  political  material  is  available 
from  the  1960  days  of  the  Nixon- 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge  Jr.  battle  against 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy,  for  president, 
and  Sen.  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  for  vice 
president.  And,  even  more,  from  the 
Nixon-Spiro  T.  Agnew  years. 

One  of  Fisher’s  special  prizes  is  a 
nine-inch  wide,  desk-top  button  of 
Nixon  and  his  wife,  Pat. 

Fisher  is  a  maintenance  supervisor 
with  a  food  market  chain  in  the  Syra¬ 
cuse  area.

SEMINAR 
SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  Executive  Board  of  the  Garden 
State  Association  has  announced  that 
two  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to 
collectors  to  attend  the  Summer 
Seminar  sponsored  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Association.  The  seminar 
will  be  held  in  Colorado  Springs  July 
6-11,  1986  with  sessions  at  the  associa¬ 
tion’s  headquarters  and  on  campus  of 
the  Colorado  College. 

A  scholarship  will  be  offered  to  a 
Young  Numismatist  between  the  ages 
of  12  and  18  who  must  be  a  member  of 
GSNA  or  a  member  of  a  club  that 
holds  membership  in  the  association. 
They  will  be  judged  on  their  activities 
and  contributions  to  the  hobby  as  well 
as  their  accomplishments  in  school, 
church  and  community.  A  YN  who 
has  attended  a  previous  seminar  on  a 
scholarship  from  another  organization 
will  not  be  eligible  to  apply  for  this 
award. 

A  second  scholarship  will  also  be 
awarded  to  an  outstanding  adult  who 
must  be  over  the  age  of  18  years  and 
who  has  never  attended  a  seminar 
prior  to  this  award.  The  adult  must  be 
a  member  in  good  standing  of  the 
Garden  State  Association  and  will  be 
judged  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Young 
Numismatist. 

A  panel  of  three  judges  selected  by 
the  chairman  will  review  all  applica¬ 
tions  and  make  their  decision  by  April 
1,  1986.  All  applications  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  no  later  than  March  1,  1986 
and  a  winner  and  runner-up  in  each 
category  will  be  selected.  In  the  event 
the  winner  is  not  able  to  attend  the 
seminar,  the  runner-up  will  be  invited 
to  go.  The  scholarship  is  for  1986  only 
and  cannot  be  reserved  for  1987.

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Hospitals 
Cut  Costs 
With  Wood

With  the  cost  of  medical  care  being 
what  it  is  these  days,  we  were  happy  to 
hear  that  Point  Pleasant  and  Brick 
hospitals  are  now  dealing  in  wooden 
nickels. 

As  part  of  a  goodwill  campaign. 
The  Northern  Ocean  Hospital  System, 
which  operates  the  two  hospitals,  is 
giving  away  round  wooden  nickels  to 
visitors  and  other  guests.  They  may  be 
redeemed  for  coffee,  milk  or  soft 
drinks. 

One  side  has  a  coffee  cup  in  the 
center,  encircled  by  the  words:  “Good 
for  1  cup  of  coffee.”  The  other  has 
The  Northern  Ocean  Hospital  System 
logo.  Both  sides  have  blue  lettering  on 
a  natural  wood  background,  with  the 
entire  piece  measuring  1  Vi  inches  in 
diameter. 

“We  think  it  is  helping  to  create  a 
good  feeling  about  the  hospitals,”  said 
William  R.  Eastmond,  director  of 
communications  and  marketing  for 
the  hospital  system. 

Now,  instead  of  simply  asking  a 
visitor  to  leave  a  patient’s  room  while 
the  patient  is  being  treated,  nurses  can 
offer  the  visitor  a  wooden  “coin”  and 
suggest  they  take  a  10-minute  break  in 
the  coffee  shop. 

Eastmond  said  it’s  a  lot  nicer  than 
making  visitors  stand  in  the  hallway 
while  the  patient  is  tended  to. 

Use  of  the  wooden  nickels  is  spread¬ 
ing  to  other  parts  of  the  hospitals. 

The  campaign  began  in  mid-April. 

To  the  hospitals’  surprise,  an  ori¬ 
ginal  order  of  1,000  wooden  nickels 
was  quickly  exhausted  and  another 
1,000  were  ordered.  Many  of  the 
nickels  are  being  collected  as  sou¬ 
venirs. 

Robert  Michalski,  a  prep  orderly  in 
the  operating  room  at  Point  Pleasant 
Hospital,  finds  the  nickels  come  in 
handy  when  he  must  ask  relatives  to 
leave  the  room  while  he  prepares  a 
patient  for  surgery. 


Michalski  often  preps  between  5 
and  12  patients  a  day. 

Regarding  the  nickels,  he  says,  “It’s 
easier  for  me  to  ask  someone  to  leave 
the  room.  A  lot  of  times  the  relative  is 
more  nervous  than  the  patient.  It 
clears  my  mind  a  lot  knowing  they’re 
downstairs  relaxing,  and  not  standing 
in  the  hallway.” 

People  seem  happy  when  given 
nickels,  said  Gale  Noble,  emergency 
room  registrar  at  Brick  Hospital. 

Butch  Bonafide,  manager  of  the 
two  coffee  shops,  thinks  the  nickels 
are  a  good  idea,  one  that  will  not  only 
improve  community  relations,  but 
boost  coffee  shop  sales. 

“It’s  just  a  matter  of  getting  enough 
into  circulation,”  Bonafide  said. 

Of  the  first  1,000  nickels  distrib¬ 
uted,  only  400  were  returned  to  the 
two  coffee  shops,  an  indication  of  the 
souvenir  value  of  the  wooden  nickels. 

As  mentioned  from  time  to  time  in 
Mostly  Coins,  gathering  wooden 
nickels  is  a  delightful  hobby.  It  has  a 
strong  following  among  pure  wooden 
nickel  collectors  and  coin  collectors 
who  are  looking  for  a  secondary  pur¬ 
suit. 

•  The  Ocean  County  Coin  Club  must 
easily  have  some  of  the  most  enthusi¬ 
astic  wooden  nickel  collectors  any¬ 
where. 

What  may  come  as  a  surprise  to 
someone  who  hasn’t  chased  wooden 
nickels  is  the  fact  that  many  hobbyists 
seek  out  their  varieties  and  rarities  as 
eagerly  as  others  pursue  rare  coins. 

Wooden  nickels  have  been  around 
for  a  long  time. 

One  suspects  that  their  real  heyday 
was  in  the  days  of  the  Wild  West  and 
again  in  the  Roaring  Twenties. 

Merchants  made  great  use  of  them 
for  drumming  up  trade,  much  in  the 
way  they  also  used  what  the  hobby 


calls  store  cards,  tokens  that  promoted 
a  business. 

They  also  were  popular  with  saloon 
owners,  who  sometimes  offered  free 
drinks  in  exchange  for  their  wooden 
nickels. 

I’ve  often  wondered  why  today’s 
merchants  don’t  steal  a  page  from 
history  and  use  wooden  nickels  for 
promotional  purposes.  People  rarely 
throw  the  pieces  away,  and  they  would 
have  a  constant  reminder  in  their 
purse,  pockets  or  at  home  to  “Eat  at 
Joe’s,”  etc. 

It’s  also  easy  to  attach  different 
values  to  different  wooden  nickel 
types.  All  you  have  to  do  is  change  the 
wording  on  the  nickels  or  the  color  of 
the  ink  or  dyes  used  in  making  them. 

Within  the  hobby,  for  example,  a 
blue-lettered  “Eat  at  Joe’s”  may  be 
comparatively  common,  but  a  red  or 
black  one  rare. 

The  hobby  is  really  an  inexpensive 
one  to  follow. 

Some  folks  I  know  make  wooden 
nickel  hunting  a  delightful  part  of 
their  vacations. 

As  mentioned  in  an  earlier  column, 
one  of  the  happiest  groups  I’ve  ever 
sat  with  consisted  of  four  wooden 
nickel  collectors  attending  a  coin  con¬ 
vention.  While  others  spent  hand¬ 
somely  for  real  coins,  the  four  had  the 
time  of  their  lives  spending  a  dollar  or 
two  on  the  woods. 

While  some  coin  collectors  have  to 
worry  about  theft  and  burglaries,  the 
wooden  gang’s  biggest  worries  are  ter¬ 
mites  and  fire. 

On  a  personal  note,  while  I  enjoy 
collecting  wooden  nickels,  1  get  far 
more  pleasure  out  of  giving  away  the 
ones  I  acquire.  People  always  smile 
when  they  get  one.

set  of  criteria  for  appraising  uncir¬ 
culated  dollars.  From  BU  only,  two 
uncirculated  grades  were  first  tried: 
mint-state  60  for  average  or  bag 
marked  examples  and  mint-state  65 
for  blemish-free  pieces.  This  proved 
insufficient  because  dealers  and  collec¬ 
tors  found  that  there  were  many  speci¬ 
mens  that  were  better  than  MS-60,  but 
not  quite  as  attractive  as  MS-65.  For 
the  rare  instances  in  which  pristine 
“gems”  were  discovered,  a  still  higher 
uncirculated  grade  had  to  be  used. 
Thus  the  grades  of  MS-63  and  MS-67, 
respectively,  were  added. 

Finally,  the  MS-64  grade  was  in¬ 
serted  inasmuch  as  the  prices  between 
MS-63  and  MS-65  often  represented  a 
difference  of  sometimes  $1,000  or 
more.  With  such  a  wide  disparity,  even 
the  “blind”  investor  was  now  taking  a 
closer  look  at  the  so-called  MS-65’s; 
many  of  them  now  decided  to  acquire 
pieces  as  close  to  the  MS-63  price  as 
they  could  find. 

During  this  same  period,  1977  thru 
1985,  the  PEACE  dollar  (1921  thru 
1935)  rose  proportionately  if  less  spec¬ 
tacularly.  Today  common  date  MS-60 
“Morgans”  are  bid  from  $40.00, 
MS-63’s  from  $70,  and  MS-65’s  at 
around  $500.  The  recently  added 
MS-64  for  these  same  dates  bids  at 
around  $145.  By  contrast,  common 
date  Peace  Dollars  bid  at  $31  in 
MS-60,  $55  in  MS-63,  only  $80  in 
MS-64  but  $475  in  MS-65;  that’s  al¬ 
most  as  much  as  for  a  Morgan.  Pris¬ 
tine  gems  are  scarce  for  any  date, 
which  explains  the  big  jump  in  prices 
between  MS-64  and  MS-65. 

Silver  dollars  from  earlier  periods 
were  far  more  rare  in  choice  or  Gem 
BU  grades  and  therefore  could  not  be 
promoted  as  easily.  A  good  example 
of  this  can  be  found  in  the  modest 
prices  of  high-grade,  if  not  uncircu¬ 
lated,  Seated  Liberty  dollars.  In  XF, 
this  series  for  type  is  listed  in  the  Coin 
Dealer  Newsletter  ( Grey  Sheet)  at  a 
bid  of  only  $230;  just  $150  in  VF.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  mintages 
for  the  Seated  Liberty  type  were  well 
below  500,000  for  most,  with  only  the 


Philadelphia  issues  of  1871  and  1872 
exceeding  a  million;  and  they  were 
spent,  so  locating  a  choice  circulated 
example  is  not  easy. 

The  Draped  Bust  type  (Heraldic 
Eagle,  1798  thru  1803)  is  perhaps  our 
most  beautiful  silver  dollar  in  terms  of 
aesthetic  appearance  —  and  while  VF 
examples  are  bid  at  $675  with  Fine 
priced  at  $375  —  finding  problem-free 
survivors  is  equally  difficult. 

The  1795  Flowing  Hair  dollar,  bid 
at  $1,000  in  FINE,  the  lowest  recom¬ 
mended  grade  for  this  survey,  would 
represent  the  largest  amount  of  cash 
for  any  one  item.  Since  a  VG  costs 
almost  $800,  knowledge  of  grading  is 
essential. 

One  of  the  best  buys  in  numismatics 
today  is  the  TRADE  DOLLAR — 
(1873  thru  1885).  Issued  primarily  to 
compete  with  foreign  currencies, 
noticeably  in  the  orient,  the  coin, 
despite  its  larger  silver  content,  was 
not  redeemable  in  currency  above 
$5.00  during  its  early  years  of 
circulation.  At  only  $110  in  XF,  a 
well-struck  specimen  is  an  extremely 
good  value.  AU’s  bid  at  $235.  While 
“chop  marks”  reflect  a  certain 
attraction  for  the  numismatic  his¬ 
torian —  a  means  of  assaying  by  the 
Chinese  —  their  eye  appeal  is  severe¬ 
ly  decreased  along  with  their  numis¬ 
matic  monetary  value.  Examples,  so- 
punched,  will  cost  less  than  the  quotes 
listed  above. 

This  brings  us  to  the  two  most  re¬ 
cent  issues  of  the  dollar  coin:  the 
Eisenhower  clad  dollar  of  1971-1978, 
and  the  unpopular  Susan  B.  Anthony 
small  sized  clad  dollar  issued  from 
1979  thru  1981,  whose  current  fate  is 
in  limbo. 

Both  designs  are  among  the  least  at¬ 
tractive  in  the  20  decades  of  U.S. 
coinage.  The  one  redeeming  feature 
about  the  “Ikes”  is  the  40%  silver 
option  the  mint  devised  for  collectors 
during  the  first  six  years  of  the  coin’s 
tenure.  During  the  late  1970s  this 
series  was  heavily  promoted,  the  com¬ 
plete  set  rising  from  $115  in  Jan.  1978 
to  an  all  time  high  of  $400  in  August 
of  1980.  The  “key”  or  1973S  40% 


silver  proof,  originally  selling  for 
$10.00,  rose  from  $27.50  in  early  1978 
to  $140  in  early  September  of  1980. 

Today  it  languishes  at  $43.00  with 
very  little  interest  by  bidders,  while  the 
price  for  the  entire  set  has  leveled  out 
at  $150.00.  Among  the  40%  silver  BU 
issues,  the  least  expensive  is  the  197 IS 
at  $5.00.  This  could  conceivably  be¬ 
come  your  biggest  investment  if  you 
can  locate  an  example  free  of  bag 
marks.  Unlike  the  silver  issues  of  the 
following  years,  1971s  come  weakly 
struck,  pale  in  color,  and  fraught  with 
unslightly  bag  marks  and  digs  in  the 
field.  The  40%  silver  bi-centennial 
issue  in  BU  is  only  $4.50. 

The  promotion  of  dollars  during  the 
late  1970s  and  early  ’80s  spread  to  the 
Susan  B.  Anthonys  as  well.  Once  the 
type  II  mint  marks  of  1979  and  ’81 
w'ere  discovered  as  having  only  around 
400,000  mintage,  these  two  anomalies 
were  “hyped”  by  the  numismatic 
hucksters.  The  1981S  II  proof  at  one 
time  reached  a  bid  of  over  $125. 
Today  it  is  $45.  It  is  inexplicable  that 
the  ’79S  II  is  at  $75,  since  it  cannot  be 
less  common  than  a  1945  micro-S 
Mercury  dime  while  lacking  the  silver 
as  well.  The  “Merc”  will  sell  in  MS-63 
for  around  $25.00.  A  single  specimen 
of  a  BU  SBA  dollar  (e.g.,  1979S),  will 
cost  around  $1.20.

200th  ANNIVERSARY 


NEW  JERSEY 

On  June  1,  1786,  the  New  Jersey  Colonial  legislature  granted  to  Thomas 
Goadsby,  Albion  Cox  and  Walter  Mould  authority  to  coin  some  three  million 
coppers  weighing  six  pennyweight  and  six  grains  apiece,  not  later  than  June 
1788,  on  condition  that  they  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  “one-tenth 
part  of  the  full  sum  they  shall  strike  and  coin,”  in  quarterly  installments. 
These  coppers  were  to  pass  current  at  15  to  the  shilling. 

In  an  operation  of  this  kind  the  contractors  purchased  the  metal  and  as¬ 
sumed  all  expenses  of  coining.  The  difference  between  these  expenses  and  the 
total  face  value  of  the  coins  represented  the  profit. 

Later  Goadsby  and  Cox  asked  authority  to  coin  two-thirds  of  the  total  inde¬ 
pendently.  Their  petition  was  granted  November  22,  1786.  Mould  was  known 
to  have  produced  his  coins  at  Morristown,  while  Cox  (and  probably  Goadsby) 
operated  in  Rahway.  Coins  were  also  minted  in  Elizabethtown  and  Newburgh, 
New  York. 

The  series  offers  many  varieties.  The  obverse  shows  a  horse’s  head  with 
plow  and  the  legend  nova  Caesarea  (New  Jersey).  The  reverse  has  a  United 
States  shield  and  legend  E  pluribus  UNUM  (One  composed  of  many).

There  was  no  “cash  flow”  problem 
in  a  Rockland  County  town  a  few 
years  ago  on  a  Spring  day  when  a 
barrel  floated  into  a  marina  from  the 
Hudson  River.

The  LaSalle  Rolling  Mill  reached  a 
new  chapter  in  its  corporate  history 
(Chapter  11).  One  of  its  products  is 
copper  coated  zinc  discs  upon  which 
the  U.S.  Mint  impresses  Abe  Lincoln 
to  make  our  one-cent  coins.  If  the  firm 
goes  belly  up  will  it  impair  produc¬ 
tion?  No,  since  they  are  not  the  pri¬ 
mary  supplier,  according  to  Mint 
Director  Donna  Pope. 

Do  you  think  the  mint  will  cease 
production  of  the  almost  useless  coin? 
Not  much  chance.  It  costs  the  mint 
60C  to  manufacture  100  one-cent 
coins,  a  profit  of  40<r  a  hundred.  They 


turn  out  billions  each  year  so  profit 
exceeds  cost  by  many  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  each  fiscal  year.  Projections  show 
that  cost  increases  in  the  price  of  zinc 
may  boost  the  production  cost  to  78c 
per  hundred  in  the  next  FY,  but  that 
still  leaves  room  for  profit. 

Cents  made  out  of  copper  would 
cost  97C  per  hundred,  not  much  of  a 
margin.

We  all  love  Anthony  Swiatek,  right? 
He  is  the  man  who  wrote  that  tremen¬ 
dous  volume  “The  Encyclopedia  of 
United  States  Gold  and  Silver  Com¬ 
memorative  Coins”  and  he  came  to 
our  10th  convention  to  spread  some 
knowledge  at  our  Educational  Forum. 

Mr.  Swiatek  sure  knows  his  onions, 
but  does  he  know  his  potatoes? 

In  a  recent  edition  of  the  “Numis¬ 
matist,”  official  organ  of  the  ANA, 
Anthony  exposed  the  kitchen  artists 
who  add  artifical  toning  to  silver  coins 
to  hide  defects  and  add  eye  appeal. 

A  simple  way  of  doing  this,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  article  is  to  “place  the  coin 
inside  an  Idaho  baking  potato,  add 
cooking  oil,  wrap  in  foil  and  bake  in 
the  oven  for  one  hour.”  This  will  add 
beautiful  toning  to  the  coin. 

Now,  as  I  said,  Mr.  Swiatek  knows 
his  onions,  but  if  he  had  said  “use  a 
New  Jersey  potato”  he  would  have 
something.  New  Jersey  is  famous  for 
its  crop  of  spuds  and  there  is  no  doubt 
in  MY  mind  that  a  N.J.  potato  would 
add  magnificent  rainbow  toning  to  a 
coin  in  half  the  time,  but  I  suppose  if 
Anthony  had  said  N.J.  potato  he 
would  have  gotten  a  lot  of  flack  from 
Long  Island  or  Maine.  No  matter  how 
you  slice  it,  it’s  a  potato  chip. 

How  about  French  fried  potatoes 
with  coins  inside? 


Library  shows 
coin  collection

HOLMDEL  TOWNSHIP  — Coin 
collecting,  according  to  Caren  Lissner, 
an  eighth-grader  at  New  Jersey’s 
Holmdel  Intermediate  School,  “is  a 
fun  and  easy  hobby,  that  is  inexpen¬ 
sive  but  can  pay  off.” 

Her  coin  collection  was  exhibited 
last  June  by  the  Holmdel  Historical 
Society  in  the  Holmdel  Township 
Library,  Crawfords  Corner  Road. 

Caren,  who  lives  at  14  Fairmont 
Road,  recently  won  First  prize  in  a 
student  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Historical  Society  on  the  subject  of 
collecting. 

In  her  prize-winning  essay,  she  ad¬ 
vises  would-be  collectors  that  they  can 
get  started  “just  by  shifting  through 
the  change  in  your  pocket.” 

She  said  her  own  collection  includes 
“some  very  old  coins  that  my  great 
aunt  gave  to  my  family. 

“Some  of  them  are  from  the  1800s. 
My  favorite  is  a  fifty-cent  piece  from 
America’s  150th  birthday,  calling  the 
birthday  a  sesquicentennial.” 

Caren  advises  budding  collectors  to 
“ask  a  relative  if  you  can  visit  his 
house.  Then  see  if  he  has  coins  from 
when  he  was  little.  Chances  are  that 
some  are  lying  around. 

“Try  to  look  for  rare,  old  or  foreign 
coins,”  she  wrote.  “Keep  your  coins 
in  a  safe  place.  One  might  turn  out  to 
be  worth  hundreds  of  dollars.”

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Casino  Chips  and 
Tokens  Win  Top 
Coin  Show  Prize 


Archie  Black  was  feeling  so  “chip¬ 
per”  on  a  recent  Sunday  that  he 
walked  off  with  the  top  prize. 

It  all  happened  at  the  New  Egypt 
Coin  Club’s  eighth  annual  show, 
which  was  very  well  attended  despite  a 
gloomy  day  weatherwise. 

Black,  president  of  the  Ocean 
County  Coin  Club  and  winner  of  a 
number  of  exhibition  awards,  added  a 
new  first-place  award  to  his  collection 
with  his  handsomely  done  entry, 
“Atlantic  City  Gambling  Chips.” 

Other  winners  were  Michael  Brow¬ 
er,  Brick  Township,  second  place,  for 
his  “Susan  B.  Anthony  Dollars” 
entry,  and  Kari  Brower,  also  of  Brick, 
and  Michael’s  sister,  third  place,  for 
her  “Ocean  County  Coin  Club  Wood¬ 
en  Nickels.”  Andrew  Gaylard,  of 
Allentown,  won  first  place  in  the  jun¬ 
ior  division  with  an  exhibit  on  British 
commemoratives. 

Aside  from  the  nice  visual  display 
Black’s  many-colored  chips  and 
tokens  created,  the  exhibit  was  done  at 
low  cost.  Patience  and  an  alert  eye  for 
what’s  fun  and  attractive  to  display 
were  the  main  factors  involved  in  as¬ 
sembling  the  set  of  chips  and  tokens. 

Despite  Black’s  expertise  in  what  the 
hobby  calls  bust  half-dollars,  a  time- 
honored  area  of  coin  collecting,  he 
said  he  also  likes  collecting  what  some 
may  consider  to  be  off-beat  collec¬ 
tibles.  For  two  reasons. 

One  is  the  personal  satisfaction  of 
coming  up  with  a  new  idea  and  then 
tracking  down  the  pieces  that  are 
needed. 


The  second  is  that  he  hopes  he  will 
encourage  other  hobbyists  to  renew 
their  enjoyment  in  pursuing  collecti¬ 
bles  rather  than  reaching  one  goal  and 
then  stopping,  or  becoming  discour¬ 
aged  by  high  coin  prices  or  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  the  market. 

But,  are  gambling  tokens  and  chips 
money? 

Black  answers  th 
article  written  for 
Exonumia  Society.

“Atlantic  City  g 
strictly  for  use  in  !

games,”  Black  continued.  “They  are 
issued  only  in  denominations  of  $1 
and  bear  the  name  of  the  casino  that 
issued  them. 

“Tokens  issued  by  casino  ‘A’  are 
supposed  to  be  used  and  redeemed 
only  in  casino  ‘A’  by  law.  However, 
most  casinos  accept  tokens  from  other 
casinos  and  they  are  used  interchange¬ 
ably  in  slot  machines.  In  fact,  I  have 
found  slot  machine  payouts  to  have 
mixtures  of  tokens  from  other  casinos 
and  these  token  mixtures  are  usually 
accepted  at  cashiers’  windows  when 
presented  for  redemption.” 


Atlantic  City  casino  chips  are  for 
use  as  wagers  on  table  games  only  and 
cannot  be  used  in  slot  machines. 

Chips  are  issued  in  denominations 
of  $1,  $2.50,  $5,  $25,  $100,  $500, 
$1,000  and  $5,000,  and  are  color 
coded  as  to  denomination  regardless 
of  which  casino  issued  them,  and  all 


Unlike  tokens,  casino  "A  wm  not 
redeem  casino  “B”  chips. 

Variations  in  color,  denominations 
and  casino  names  all  add  to  the  col¬ 
lecting  challenge.  Even  if  you  can’t 
personally  go  to  a  casino,  you  could 
ask  a  friend  who  does  to  buy  you  some. 

While  Black  enjoys  token  and  chip 
collecting,  he  notes  that  would-be  col¬ 
lectors  can  seek  out  other  Atlantic  City 
fun  collectibles,  such  as  pins,  buttons 
and  postcards.  The  hobby  could  be  ex¬ 
panded,  of  course,  to  cover  casinos 
around  the  world. 

A  chip  from,  say,  Monte  Carlo, 
could  be  a  great  conversation  piece.

Male'  -  Female 
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Coins  Tell  a  Story 
of  America’s 
Days  in  Manila 


Hobbyists  are  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  coins  can  be  an  excellent  record  of 
a  nation’s  history. 

Important  personages,  battles,  trea¬ 
ties  and  declarations  are  often  de¬ 
picted  on  those  little  round  pieces  of 
bronze,  copper,  silver  or  gold. 

Sometimes,  the  message  becomes 
more  or  less  obscure  with  the  passing 
of  time  and  the  arrival  of  new  gener¬ 
ations.  Such  may  be  the  case  of  a 
group  of  coins  that  had  their  origins  in 
the  Spanish-American  war. 

No  one  who  has  ever  had  someone 
killed  in  a  war  thinks  wars  are  great, 
especially  as  we  seem  to  go  from  one 
“war  to  end  all  wars”  to  another.  But 
the  Spanish-American  conflict  was,  as 
Teddy  Roosevelt  put  it,  “a  splendid 
little  war.” 

His  enthusiasm  obviously  tells  the 
reader  that  we  won.  Also,  actual  war 
casualties  were  comparatively  light, 
with  disease  doing  more  harm  than 
bullets. 

The  United  States  also  took  a  lot  of 
real  estate  under  its  control  or,  at 
least,  arm’s  length  vigilance. 

Most  of  us  who  have  been  around 
for  a  while  can  remember  a  president 
or  a  general  telling  the  American 
public  that  “the  boys  will  be  home  for 
Christmas,”  and  then  seeing  that  hope 
dashed.  In  that  sense,  the  Spanish- 
American  War  was  nifty  in  that  it  was 
over  in  a  short  time. 

We  arose  as  a  nation  to  “Remember 
the  Maine”  and  went  to  war  in  April 
of  1898.  The  Spanish  government 
hinted  that  it  was  willing  to  quit  in 
July  and  we  agreed  to  the  idea  in 
August.  On  Dec.  10,  Spain  ceded  the 
Philippines  to  the  United  States  for 
settlement  of  $20  million. 

The  hobbyists’  gain  in  that  and  all 
that  was  to  follow  was  the  need  to 
mint  coinage  for  the  Philippines  under 
the  sovereignty  of  the  United  States. 

Briefly,  the  colonial  coinage,  issued 
from  1903  to  1946,  offers  the  collector 
two  basic  types  of  regular-issue  coin¬ 
age,  a  few  commemoratives,  a  selec¬ 
tion  of  proofs,  and  a  number  of  error 
coins  and  “mules,”  the  latter  being  an 
obverse  and  reverse  mismatch. 

Regular  issue  coinage  is  divided  into 
those  issued  before  the  Philippines  at¬ 
tained  commonwealth  status  in  1935, 


and  those  issued  from  that  time  until 
the  advent  of  independence  in  1946. 

The  first  type  bears  U.S.  arms  on 
the  reverse;  the  second  the  arms  of  the 
commonwealth.  All  carry  the  words, 
“The  United  States  of  America.”  The 
1903-19  issues  were  struck  at  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  San  Francisco;  1920  and  sub¬ 
sequent  coinage  was  produced  at 
Manila. 

Coins  were  issued  in  denominations 
of  bronze  half  and  one  centavo, 
copper-nickel  five  centavos,  and  silver 
10,  20  and  50  centavos  and  a  peso. 

The  bronze  and  copper-nickel  coins 
bear  a  seated  male  figure  and  a  vol¬ 
cano  on  the  obverse;  a  standing  female 
figure  and  a  volcano  appear  on  the 
silver  issues.  The  commonwealth  did 
not  issue  a  half-centavo  piece. 

The  silver  issues  were  reduced  in  size 
and  their  silver  content  lessened  in 
1907  when  the  1903-06  issues  became 
more  valuable  as  bullion  than  as  coins. 

Commemoratives  appeared  in  1936 
to  mark  the  establishment  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth.  Proof  sets  were  struck  at 
Philadelphia  in  1903,  1904,  1905,  1906 
and  1908. 

Collectors  desiring  to  assemble  a 
type  collection  of  regular-issue  coinage 
of  the  Philippines  under  sovereignty  of 
the  United  States  can  do  so  at  modest 
cost. 

Many  types  can  be  had  in  Fine  con¬ 
dition  for  little  more  than  bullion 
value,  and  the  finer  circulation  grades 
are  normally  not  out  of  range  for  most 
collectors.  Some  are  exceptionally  in¬ 
expensive. 

Uncirculated  examples,  such  as  a 
1906-S  peso,  do,  of  course,  command 
substantial  premiums.  Seven-coin 


proof  sets  are  also  of  much  value  as  is 
a  mule  combining  a  five-centavo  ob¬ 
verse  with  the  1918  20-centavo  reverse. 

Collectors  should  be  aware  of  the 
possible  existence  of  a  1910-S  10-cen¬ 
tavo  mystery  coin. 

Mint  records  do  not  list  any  10-cen¬ 
tavo  coins  made  at  San  Francisco  in 
1910,  yet  several  (5-10)  were  reliably 
reported  until  World  War  II,  one  nu¬ 
mismatic  publication  claims.  How¬ 
ever,  the  piece  is  nonexistent  today  in 
any  known  collection,  the  article 
added.
